The West Liberty City Council at its 
regular meeting on July 23 repealed the 
city’s business license fee in light of the 
city’s recent passage of an occupational 
tax. 

Council members voted to dispense 
with the repeal’s first reading, and then 
voted unanimously to lift the $35 busi- 
ness license fee for entrepreneurs whose 
businesses are located in West Liberty 
City limits. 

In other business, council members 
dispensed with the reading of a lease 
ordinance to purchase two new police 
cruisers. 

“The city is purchasing two new 
Chevrolet Impalas on a lease-to-own 
basis,” City Clerk Sally Barker said. 
“Council members voted last month to 
buy locally, so the cruisers will be from 
Morgan Chevrolet at state contract 
price.” 

The council also entered into a drug 
testing contract with Morgan County 
ARH. 

“This contract allows ARH to do drug 
testing for all city employees,” Barker 
said. “Other companies we had talked 
to would have to do the testing in 
Morehead or other locations, so we are 
glad that ARH has agreed to work with 
us.” 

A contract assignment with BFI 
Waste Services was also approved. 

“This is a franchise agreement with 
BFI,” Barker said. “It is selling out to 
Allied Waste, which is also selling out

Special judge is 
named to hear 
Conley case 

In an order entered July 17, Morgan 
County Circuit Judge Rebecca Phillips 
disqualified herself from the bench and 
Chief Regional Judge John David 
Caudill the same day appointed a spe- 
cial judge to preside at the trial of Mor- 
gan County Judge Executive Tim 
Conley, who was indicted by a special 
grand jury in May on three counts of 
abuse of public trust. 

Judge John David Preston of 
Paintsville was named by the chief re- 
gional judge “to preside in the matter in 
Morgan Circuit Court until final deter- 
mination.” 

In her order disqualifying herself 
from hearing the case, Judge Phillips 
noted that prior to her election to the 
bench, Judge Conley “had consulted 
with her regarding matters of a legal na- 
ture.” 

Conley, whose arraignment is still 
pending, was indicted on charges origi- 
nally presented by two local county of- 
ficials to state Attorney General Greg 
Stumbo’s office. Following an investi- 
gation conducted by the Stumbo’s office, 
a special grand jury was seated at the 
AG’s request, resulting in the indict- 
ments. According to the indictments,

Victim robbed; four 
arrested, including 
Morgan Co. juvenile

A Morgan County man was found 
murdered early Saturday morning fol- 
lowing a tip believed to have come from 
someone involved in his death. 

Four people, including a Morgan 
County juvenile, have been arrested and 
charged in connection with the death. 

The body of Doyle Swiney, 59, of 
Ditney Ridge, was located in North Fork 
Creek near the old rock quarry off Ky. 
711 in the Daniel Boone National For- 
est by Sheriff Mickey Whitt, who was 
contacted earlier with information re- 
garding the body’s whereabouts. 

Sheriff’s Deputy Kenny Dulin said 
the West Liberty Police Department re- 
ceived a call on Friday that an aban- 
doned vehicle had been found near the 
quarry. Upon investigation, Dulin and 
Constable Steve Pelfrey determined that 
the vehicle belonged to Swiney, who had 
been missing for two days according to 
his sons, Darrell and Darin Swiney, of 
Pike County. 

At about 3:15 a.m. Saturday, Sheriff 
Whitt received a call at his home from a 
subject who claimed to have witnessed 
Swiney ’s murder. 

“The subject felt guilty and gave me 
information about where to find 
Swiney’s body,” Whitt said. “I took the 
subject to the location and found the 
body in the creek, and then contacted 
Deputies Kenny Dulin and Kevin 
Lawson, as well as U.S. Forestry Ser- 
vice Enforcement Officer Kenneth 
Scarberry.” 

Deputy Coroner Greg Bush said 
Swiney had apparently been struck in the 
head with a baseball bat, which authori- 
ties later recovered. 

“I don’t know exactly how long 
Swiney had been dead, but I would esti- 
mate a couple of days,” Bush said. He 
said the body was sent to the state medi- 
cal examiner’s office in Frankfort for an 
autopsy. 

Deputy Dulin said Swiney, who had 
lived in Morgan County approximately 
five years, was also robbed during the 
attack. 

“Approximately $2,000 was taken 
from Swiney,” Dulin said. “He was 
known for regularly carrying large sums 
of money. He also may have had some 
medication on him at the time, but we’re 
not sure if that was taken.” 

Kentucky State Police have arrested 
and charged Jonathan Brown, 27, of 
Grayson, with first degree murder and 
first degree robbery. Jaclyn Ferguson,

26, of Grayson, and a Morgan County 
female juvenile were also arrested and 
charged with first degree complicity to 
murder and first degree complicity to 
robbery. 

Officers said Ferguson and the juve- 
nile females were apparently acquainted 
with Swiney and lured him to the quarry 
after calling and telling him their vehicle 
had broken down, and asking him to 
come and pick them up. It is believed 
the females then suggested they wanted 
to go for a swim at the creek, where 
Brown and McDavid were apparently 
hidden. Swiney was struck from behind 
with the bat. 

Brown and McDavid were lodged in 
the Rowan County Detention Center, 
and Ferguson was lodged in the Carter 
County Detention Center. The juvenile 
was lodged at the Breathitt County Ju- 
venile Detention Center. The case is cur- 
rently under investigation by KSP 
Trooper Donnie McGraw. 

Assisting in the investigation were 
Morgan County Rescue Squad members 
Jamie Phipps, Jason James and Joshua 
James, who helped remove the body and 
set up lights, and Coroner Kenny Perry, 
Deputy Coroner Greg Bush, Constable 
Charles Tharp, KSP Sgt. Kelly Bowman, 
KSP Detective Tim Gibbs and KSP 
Trooper Jason Gabbard.

Special mementos of the occasion, 
made by Cat’s Meow, with a photo of 
the courthouse will be given away free 
to the first 300 people who register 
(one per person). Free commemora- 
tive t- shirts also will be available. 

The event will also include tours 
of the courthouse and the adjoining 
Morgan County Historical Museum.

THE PEDDLER LEGEND. 
Part II: The Murder. It was the 
morning of Dec. 7, 1852, as he 
trudged along the narrow Morgan 
County road that wound up Burks 
Fork of William Creek and 
through the low gap that would 
ever afterward be named for him: 
Peddler Gap. The peddler was 
Morris Haggerty (or Higerty), an 
Irish immigrant some 20-30 years 
old. A contemporary account por- 
trays him as wearing pantaloons 
and carrying among his wares “a 
budget of table linens upon a 
stick.” 

Only a couple days before, he 
is said to have spent the night at 
two- story log house in the tiny 
settlement of Crockett. More re- 
cently, he had stopped by the farm 
home of John Desha Nickell and 
his wife, Priscilla, who lived at 
Matthew, Ky. Priscilla had looked 
over the Irishman’s wares and had 
purchased a linen tablecloth. 
From the Nickell home, Hagerty 
may have traveled up Rockhouse 
Fork to the mouth of Trace 
Branch and the farm of Elijah and 
Alee (Coffee) Brown. Their son, 
William H. “Bill” Brown, owned 
the adjacent small farm (though 
he was presently living at his fa- 
ther-in-law’s). 

Bill Brown had money 
trouble. A big strong, young man 
in his 20s, he nevertheless seemed 
to prefer drinking to farming. 

That was his first step toward 
ruin. As a balladeer soon would 
write: 

Brown ’s second step was cards; 

With them he lovd to play; 

To beat he thought he was very 
hard, 

For he practiced night and day. 

How little did he think or know 
Where gambling was to end; 

How soon ’twould prove his 
Overthrow, 



Which nothing here could mend 
Hardened him in sin. 

He knew the cards - had marked 
the signs, 

And all he thought was win. 

Marked cards or not, gambling 
represents one explanation for the 
fact that once, on Sept. 21, 1846, 
he had sold the farm his parents 
had given him. Although unable 
to read or write, Brown had man- 
aged to make “his mark” in con- 
veying the tract to one Samuel 
Brown, a few years his senior and 
probably a relative. Two years 
later, on Nov. 7, 1848, young 
Brown reacquired the farm from 
Samuel and his wife, Cynthia 
Ann. But the upturn in his for- 
tunes was obviously limited: he 
tendered $50 and his promise to 
pay an additional $20, for which 
Samuel held several notes on him. 

Still later, on Christmas Day, 
1 850, Bill Brown had married 20- 
year-old Margaret F. Williams, 
granddaughter of pioneer settler 
“Elder” Daniel Williams and 



daughter of “Squire” John Will- 
iams. The latter (as shown in 
Morgan marriage records) was a 
justice of the peace who had mar- 
ried the couple himself. And now 
Bill and Peg were expecting a 
child. 

But if Bill needed money, the 
peddler seemed to have it in 
abundance: a bankroll of sevreal 
hundred dollars, according to a 
“confession” allegedly written by 
Brown a year later as he awaited 
the hangman, and also according 
to a published “Speech of Mr. 
Burns” (Brown’s lawyer’s ad- 
dress to the jury that found him 
guilty). But we are getting ahead 
of our story. 

The peddler had spent the pre- 
vious night at a house some three 
and a half miles back, having left 
it “about sunrise” (according to 
Burns’ speech). Since he was a 
fast walker and “had only one 
house to pass where he stopped 
not exceeding 15 minutes,” it 
must have been “about half after 



nine o’clock in the morning” (by 
Mr. Burns’ calculations) when a 
bird flew like an omen into the 
lives of Morris Hagerty and Wil- 
liam H. Brown. 

For as the peddler approached 
the gap, a bird announced his 
coming to a drunken Bill Brown 
who had arrived sometime earlier, 
planning to waylay him and rob 
hime of his goods and cash. Hav- 
ing passed our during his wait, 
Brown might have awakened 
hours after the peddler had gone. 
But the noise that pheasants make 
in taking flight was enough to 
rouse him as he lay out of sight 
(according to the “confession”) 
“about 30 yards from the road on 
the left hand side, behind a chest- 
nut root.” 

The Irishman had just come 
through the gap and started down 
the other side of the hill (where 
the road wound its way down the 
Hog Branch of Smith Creek and 
would eventually have taken him 
to Paints ville in Johnson County), 
when Brown felled him with a 
single shot. The musket ball en- 
tered “about the left nipple” (says 
the “confession”) and lodged in 
the chest. According to one hand- 
me-down story, Brown found his 
victim still breathing and “fin- 
ished him off’ with the butt of his 
rifle, covering him with leaves 
after turning out his pockets. 
However, the “confession” says, 
“...when I got to him he was en- 
tirely dead, I laid hold him and 
dragged him down a very steep 
bank into a hollow, and then 
searched his pockets...” 

Most accounts of what 
happned next agree that Brown 
took not only the peddler’s cash 
but his wares as well. Arthur 
Johnson’s Early Morgan County 
(1974) preserves a colorful ver- 
sion in which Brown allegedly 
“posed as the peddler, took his 
pack and came to West Liberty, 
selling his goods.” Actually, he 
seems to have fled in the oppo- 
site direction, making his way at 
least as far as Greenup County.”

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- Agree Or Not - 

Education Reform Dead?

Is education reform in Ken- 
tucky - pre-school through 
graduate school - dead? 

If it is not ready for the morti- 
cians, it is definitely on life sup- 
port. 

Consider: 

The Kentucky State Board of 
Education spends months and 
$50,000 searching for a new 
commissioner of the Department 
of Education and comes up with 
the superintendent of a suburban 
Chicago school district, Barbara 
Erwin. 

Erwin has never administered 
a statewide public school system, 
has not administered a local 
school system beyond the size of 
a medium- sized city’s. 

Her resume is full of inaccu- 
racies and exaggerations. She is 
controversial in all the places she 
previously worked, and her per- 
sonnel file mysteriously disap- 
pears in Illinois just as she is pre- 
paring to retire and take the Ken- 
tucky job. 

To everyone’s relief, Erwin 
resigns before she ever sets foot 
in her new office, citing all the 
media attention she receives. 

Is this the best the nation has 
to offer to Kentucky’s schools? 

Within days of the Erwin de- 
bacle, the Council on 
Postsecondary Education an- 
nounces its nationwide search for 
a new president has turned up no 
one worthy of the job. That is af- 
ter months of searching at a cost 
of $70,000. 

And this is a job that is sup- 
posed to be the top of the heap in 
Kentucky higher education at a 
time when Kentucky is aiming at 
becoming a nationally-ranked 
center of academic research and 
distinguished scholarship equal 
to the nation’s best public univer- 
sities. 

Some critics contend the prob- 
lem is with the Council and 
Board of Education, both filled 
with appointees of Gov. Ernie 
Fletcher, who are not wedded to 
education reform and therefore 
are not interested in the best edu- 
cators to take these top jobs. 

I think the main problem is 
that the caliber of people who 
were education commissioner 
since KERA was enacted in 1990 
and Council president since it 
was created in 1997 take a look 
at Kentucky in 2007 and walk 
away from what they perceive to 
be an impossible challenge. 

Many of the innovative pro- 



grams in KERA are gone for lack 
of funding. We can pay $30 mil- 
lion new high schools but not in- 
centive rewards for successful 
teachers in the school. 

And those teachers are faced 
with meeting KERA benchmarks 
and federal No Child Left Behind 
benchmarks at the same time the 
General Assembly is not even 
keeping up with their retirement 
system payments. 

As for higher education, state 
colleges and universities at least 
have been able to raise tuition 
and fees over the last five years 
to offset falling state budget ap- 
propriations. Local school sys- 
tems cannot do that unless they 
raise taxes and the public will not 
support higher taxes. 

The governor and General 
Assembly would rather borrow 
more than $400 million to build 
pretty new buildings on cam- 
puses all over the state than use 
the same amount to match private 
donations for the defunct Bucks 
for Brains program. 

Pretty buildings generate 
votes. Endowed chairs in aca- 
demic disciplines most legisla- 
tors cannot even spell do not pay 
off on election day. 

As for the Council and its 
presidency, powerful legislators 
aligned with regional universities 
and powerful presidents at the 
University of Kentucky and Uni- 
versity of Louisville have suc- 
ceeded in undermining both on 
important functions. 

So, do we nail the lid of edu- 
cation reform in Kentucky. 

Not necessarily. With determi- 
nation and leadership, there is 
still a chance to bring life back 
to the patient. 

Fletcher and his Democratic 
opponent in the November, Steve 
Beshear, have the opportunity in 
the weeks ahead to reinvigorate 
the education reform movement, 
to lay out concrete ways they will 
meet the funding demands of pre- 
school program and graduate 
school programs, all the while 
restoring the innovative reform 
features that have fallen away for 
lack of money. 

Voters must demand to know 
how each candidate will stop the 
swift erosion of education reform 
that nearly brought Barbary 
Erwin to Frankfort and has not 
brought anyone of quality to lead 
Kentucky’s higher education sys- 
tem. 

If Fletcher and Beshear fall 
short, then call for the hearse.

Hello from the Judge’s Office. 

Sometimes we do not under- 
stand the political reasons behind 
decisions in local, state and fed- 
eral government. However, if 
something good is about to hap- 
pen, we as citizens need to en- 
courage our elected officials to 
proceed forward. 

Case and point: I attended a 
senate hearing in Frankfort a few 
weeks ago to hear the proposal 
for a multi-billion dollar invest- 
ment in the state of Kentucky. A 
bill from the 2007 regular session 
needed a few minor changes so 
that the state could offer some 
incentives. Four companies have 
sent letters of interest to state of- 
ficials, including one company - 
Peabody Energy - which plans 
to announce a site in one of four 
states within the next 60 to 90 
days. 

As Kentuckians, we need to 
be that state. This company will 
develop new alternative fuel 
technology for Kentucky coal 
and create a greater need for coal, 
including low-grade coal. With 
the new technology, many coun- 
ties will see more coal mining 
and other local jobs. These com- 
panies are looking to put a by- 
product back in the ground that 
will prime our oil fields to per- 
haps produce oil, resulting in 
more drilling for gas and oil in 
rural Kentucky. 

When this company starts 
production, we will see an in- 
crease of three, four, maybe six 
more companies located in Ken- 
tucky.

to Veolia Solid Waste. Their ad- 
ministrative services (formerly 
located in Lexington) are now in 
Morehead, which will make busi- 
ness more local and easier for the 
city.” 

Acquisition of two tracts of 
property was also discussed. 

“There is a family who would 
like to give the city a tract near 
the sewer plant in exchange for 
payment of back taxes,” Barker 
said. “The other tract is by the old 
fire station on Riverside Drive, 
which another family has dis- 
cussed selling to the city.” 

In departmental reports, the 
city tourism commission asked 
City Attorney Joleen Frederick to 
continue pursuing delinquent tax 
payments from Dairy Cheer 
owner Lou Compton. 

“The tourism commission 
hoped to have this matter pursued 
more vigorously,” Barker said. 
“The city attorney explained that 
a lien cannot be attached to back 
taxes, though it can be attached 
to current delinquencies.” 

Before adjournment, council 
members heard an update from 
Sewer Plant Superintendent 
Doug Campbell, who said the 
plant is fully operational. 

“The plant is 99.9 percent 
complete,” Campbell said. “The 
bulk of the contract work is fin- 
ished and we invite everyone to 
come by and look at the facility.

Conley allegedly gave three 
drain pipes valued at $900.00 to 
the Cow Branch Community 
Church for installation on church 
property, gave a drain pipe to a 
private individual for installation 
on private property, and had his 
privately-owned bulldozer — that 
was broken after he had loaned 
it to the county road department 
for use during an emergency — 
repaired by county employees, 
using parts valued at $650.00.64 
that he had charged to and paid 
for by the county. 

Conley is believed to be the 
first county judge in the state to 
be indicted under Kentucky’s 



Abuse of Public Trust statute, a 
new law enacted in 2003 in re- 
sponse to a public uproar in 
northern Kentucky from the 
embezzlement of $4.2 million by 
a Florence, Ky. official. 

If found guilty of the charges 
against him, Conley could be 
sentenced to three years in prison 
and be permanently disqualified 
from holding any public office 
under the new law 

Conley’s arraignment, origi- 
nally scheduled for June 25, was 
delayed after the special prosecu- 
tor, Floyd County 
Commonwealth’s Attorney Brent 
Turner, who directed the special 
grand jury, was unable to appear 
due to a previously-scheduled 
murder case. 

Conley, the first Republican 
county judge elected in Morgan 
County since 1930s, blamed the 
investigation on Democrat poli- 
tics in an interview shortly after 
the special jury was seated in 
September 2006, two months 
before the general election in 
which Conley was reelected by 
a landslide. He is being repre- 
sented by Attorney Grover A. 
Carrington of Mt. Sterling. 

Dramatic decline in 
area’s blood supply 
predicted in August 

The Kentucky Blood Center 
in Lexington has issued a fore- 
cast for August showing a poten- 
tial and dramatic decline in the 
blood supply is imminent. 

The potential shortage is due 
to a cyclical decline in blood do- 
nations, experienced nationally 
every summer and in August par- 
ticularly. 

Projections indicate the blood 
supply will be half of the target 
supply by August 25 without a 
turnaround in the donation rate. 

The target supply for the sys- 
tem inventory is at least 3,400 
units to ensure a constant and re- 
liable flow of red blood cells to 
hospitals and clinics. 

The Kentucky Blood Center 
provides red blood cells for 1,500 
transfusions per week.

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Defining Ale and Fasting Glucose 



Whether you have been recently diag- 
nosed with diabetes, or have lived with 
it for a while, you may sometimes feel 
confused by the medical terms that 
you hear. When it comes to blood 
sugar, you may have heard terms like 
"fasting glucose," and "Ale," but 
what do these terms really mean? 



The Fasting Glucose Test 

The fasting glucose test is used to determine 
whether someone has diabetes. The test is given early 
in the morning because you are not supposed to eat 
for at least 8 hours before the test. It measures how 
much sugar is in your blood before you have eaten. 
The results of this test are measured in milligrams 
(mg) of glucose per deciliter (dL) of blood. A normal 
reading is less than 100 mg/dL. A reading of 126 
mg/dL on two separate occasions indicates diabetes. 
The fasting glucose test is recommended by the Amer- 
ican Diabetes Association to diagnose diabetes. 

Oral Glucose Tolerance Test 

Another test sometimes used to diagnose dia- 
betes is called the oral glucose tolerance test. A 
fasting blood glucose level is taken, and then blood 
glucose is measured again after drinking a sugar 
solution. A glucose level of 200 mg/dL or higher 
two hours after drinking the solution indicates dia- 




betes. Pregnant women take this test to 
check for gestational diabetes. 

Ale 

Unlike fasting glucose and oral glu- 
cose tolerance tests, Ale , sometimes 
referred to as hemoglobin or HbAlc, is 
not used to diagnose diabetes, but to 
see how you are managing your disease. It 
is different from regular blood glucose testing. 
Blood glucose tests tell you how you are doing at that 
moment-whether your blood sugar is high or low 
right then. 

Unlike your blood glucose level, the Ale test gives 
you a long-term view. The Ale test measures how 
much sugar is in your hemoglobin, a protein found in 
your red blood cells, determining your average blood 
sugar level over about two to three months. If, during 
that time, your blood sugar was out of control for a 
month and in control for a month, your hemoglobin 
would show the average. Ale is an important test 
that you should have done at least twice a year, if not 
more often. You should speak with your doctor or 
pharmacist about how often you should check your 
Ale. Remember, the Ale test does not replace daily 
testing, but it helps give an overall picture of how you 
are doing with your diabetes care.

Hay Hotline assists Kentucky 
farmers in search of forage 



Kentucky livestock producers 
in need of hay can call the Ken- 
tucky Department of 
Agriculture’s toll-free Hay 
Hotline to find farmers with hay 
to sell. 

The Hay Hotline number is 1- 
888-567-9589. Growers with hay 
to sell also may call the number. 
Producers who call the number to 
buy or sell will be listed on the 
Hay Hotline page on the 
department’s website at 
www.kyagr.com. 

“These services could make 
the difference between holding on 
to livestock or having to sell,” 
Agriculture Commissioner 
Richie Farmer said. “The early 
April freeze and the recent 
drought together have greatly re- 
duced Kentucky’s hay supply. 
The Kentucky Department of 
Agriculture will do whatever we 
can to help farmers ride out this 
dry spell.” 

The department maintains a 
permanent online hay directory 
that lists hay for sale by county, 
relative feed value, bale size and 
type. The hay that is listed on the 
directory is tested for nutritional 



value. The department performs 
the tests at a cost of $10 per 
sample. 

The University of Kentucky 
has estimated forage losses in 
Kentucky due to the freeze and 
the drought at $45 million. Yields 
of first cuttings average about 50 
percent of normal, according to 
UK. 

Tom Keene, hay specialist 
with the University of Kentucky 
College of Agriculture, said some 
pastures have recovered slightly 
as more rain has fallen over much 
of the state in July, but there will 
be an ongoing need for forages 
until next spring. “It’s going to be 
a real challenge for producers to 
stretch their hay until we can 
make a new crop,” he said. 

Keene said producers have 
numerous tools at their disposal 
to acquire hay and make it last, 
such as utilizing the Hay Hotline, 
storing hay properly and having 
hay tested. He said the Hay 
Hotline will be a “work in 
progress” with new features 
added over time.

Moore. Norman is also expect- 
ing good things from sophomore 
Dillon Norman and freshman 
Hunter Fraley. 

“Hunter has been at every 
practice and really worked hard,” 
Norman said. “As for Dillon, he 
was a good backup lineman at 
Louisville Western last year, and 
played quite a bit. I’m confident 
all the guys on our line can do 
their jobs and help us win.”

KF W officials seeking info 
about bear mortalities 



The Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources is 
seeking information concerning 
three recent black bear deaths in 
southeastern Kentucky. 

The first bear was discovered 
in late June on a power line right- 
of-way in McCreary County. Tire 
marks and a lack of blood at the 
scene indicated the bear was 
killed elsewhere and the carcass 
dumped at this location. 

“Field necropsy revealed one 
or more shotgun wounds to the 
back and abdomen, indicating 
that this obviously was not a de- 
fensive act,” said Steven Dobey, 
black bear biologist for Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife. 

Two more black bears were 
found early this month. On July 
4, Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
Conservation officers found the 
carcass of a large male bear close 
to Parker’s Mountain in Wayne 
County near the Tennessee state 
line. Dobey said the bear was shot 
in the back of the head. 

“This indicated the bear was 
likely shot while feeding or walk- 
ing away,” he explained. 

Again, this bear was killed 
elsewhere and dumped at the site 
where it was later discovered. 

On July 6, the carcass of yet 
another bear was located in the 
backyard of a Harlan County resi- 
dence near Eolia. The 5 -year-old, 
approximately 300-pound male 
bear was a study animal in an 
ongoing cooperative research 
project between Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife and the University 
of Kentucky. The bear, which was 
still wearing its radio collar, was 
found about 60 yards from a 
house. The cause of death is still 
under investigation. 

Black bears are making a 
comeback in the Commonwealth 
after disappearing from the state 



a century ago due to habitat loss 
and unregulated harvest. While 
their return will continue to have 
significant biological and eco- 
nomic benefits, these will be less- 
ened in areas where poaching is 
a factor. 

“Human-bear conflicts tend to 
peak at this time of year as bears 
are moving extensively. The de- 
partment does not want people to 
take matters into their own 
hands,” said Dobey. “We are re- 
questing any information from 
the public regarding these inci- 
dents.” 

Black bears are protected in 
this state and there is currently 
no hunting season. Poaching of 
a black bear is punishable by 
fines up to $1,000, one year in 
jail and the loss of hunting privi- 
leges for up to three years. 

Anyone with information 
about the bear mortalities may 
call the Kentucky Fish and Wild- 
life law enforcement hotline at 1- 
800-25 -ALERT. 



MSU to establish 
Mesonat weather 
monitoring stm. 

MOREHEAD, Ky.— 
Morehead State University’s 
Derrickson Agricultural Com- 
plex (MSU farm) is one of the 
sites for the new Kentucky 
Mesonet monitoring station. 
Construction of the station was 
done in mid-July at the farm on 
KY 377. 

“This is a collaborative effort 
between many groups to provide 
information to the citizens of the 
Commonwealth with necessary 
local climate data. We will be 
able to access the information via 
the Web,” said Dr. Adam 
Kantrovich, MSU assistant pro- 
fessor of agricultural and human 
sciences. 

“When the entire system is 
set-up and running at 100 per- 
cent, the Mesonet system will 
allow us to collect and archive 
real-time climate information 
and allow anyone to go to the 
Web to view the up-to-date and 
archived climate information. 
This can assist the local/regional 
agricultural producers and com- 
munity members in making ap- 
propriate management decisions 
on when to plant their crops and 
gardens for yield maximization, 
to assist in making proper man- 
agement decisions to control for 
pests and diseases, or to simply 
know what the local weather is 
like for the family picnic. This 
is a very exciting project to be a 
part of. I look forward to the time 
that the Kentucky Mesonet Sys- 
tem will rival the Oklahoma 
Mesonet System and the infor- 
mation it is able to provide,” Dr. 
Kantrovich continued. 

The statewide automated en- 
vironmental monitoring network 
of approximately 100 stations 
will collect real-time weather 
and climate observations, and 
will support a variety of products 
to serve needs across Kentucky. 

The project was funded by a 
$1.5 million federal earmark se- 
cured by U.S. Sen. Mitch 
McConnell for the Kentucky Cli- 
mate Center, part of Western 
Kentucky University’s Applied 
Research and Technology Pro- 
gram in the Ogden College of 
Science and Engineering. 

Instruments will measure pre- 
cipitation, temperature, relative 
humidity, solar radiation, wind 
speed and direction, soil mois- 
ture and soil temperature. 

Data will be packaged into 
observations every five minutes 
and transmitted to the Kentucky 
Climate Center every 15 min- 
utes, 24 hours per day, through- 
out the year. Data from Mesonet 
will have wide-ranging applica- 
tion in agriculture, education, 
emergency management, engi- 
neering and construction, water 
supply management, weather 
forecasting and other areas.

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Edwards wrapup: Coverage from 
the mountains to the metropolitans 



The purely rural day of presi- 
dential candidate John Edwards’ 
“Road to One America,” better 
known as “the poverty tour,” pro- 
duced much coverage in Central 
Appalachia and beyond last 
week. Here are tidbits and links: 

The official end of the tour 
was in Prestonsburg, where the 
weekly Floyd County Times 
posted video on its Web site and 
YouTube and reported: 
“Edwards’ speech focused on 
strengthening the lives of Ameri- 
can workers, through higher 
wages, education and tax cuts. 
Although he spoke frankly about 
the broad spectrum between ‘the 
very rich’ and “everybody else,” 
Edwards also said, ‘People who 
are highly educated do very 
well.’” 

Jodi Deal of The Coalfield 
Progress in Norton, Va., said 
“Edwards didn’t make a speech 
when he visited the Wise County 
fairgrounds Wednesday. He 
didn’t outline the changes he’ll 
make if he’s elected as the 
country’s leader. Nor did the 
former North Carolina senator 
take questions from the dozens of 
local, regional and national press 
representatives who covered the 
event. Instead, on the last day of 
a three-day tour aimed at high- 
lighting the plight of poverty- 
stricken Americans, he listened. 
At an hour-long roundtable dis- 
cussion conducted outside at 
three picnic tables, Edwards 
asked organizers of the annual 
Remote Area Medical outreach, 
which provides free health ser- 
vices, to tell him stories about 
healthcare problems in South- 
west Virginia. He asked for it, and 
he got it, and so did the crowd of 
about 200 spectators who turned 



out to see a presidential candi- 
date.” 

The nearest daily paper, 
Pikeville’s Appalachian News- 
Express, focused on Edwards’ 
appearance in adjoining Letcher 
County. Reporter Loretta Tackett 
said the overflow crowd at the 
Appalshop media and arts center 
was nevertheless “small,” but 
“The stopping place was fitting 
for Edwards’ tour, as Appalshop 
was founded in 1969 per Presi- 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson’s decla- 
ration of the ‘War on Poverty.’” 

Carrie Kirschner of The Inde- 
pendent, a larger daily in Ashland, 
Ky., focused on an Edwards chal- 
lenge to the current president, 
quoting the former North Caro- 
lina senator and vice presidential 
nominee: “I want to invite George 
Bush to come here. I want Presi- 
dent Bush to see the other 
America and the challenges the 
people are faced with. I want him 
to understand what’s happening 
out here.” (Read more) 

The Lexington Herald-Leader 
highlighted concerns about drugs, 
expressed by young people. 
Cassondra Kirby wrote, “They 
told him that teens and young 
adults are overdosing at an alarm- 
ing rate, while others are trapped 
in a vicious cycle of daily drug 
use. Young people described 
common images of high school 
students crushing and snorting 
pills on desks at school, and ba- 
bies born addicted to drugs.” 

The Courier- Journal of Louis- 
ville had a broader approach. Po- 
litical reporter Joe Gerth wrote, 
“Tracing the steps of the late Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy, Democratic 
presidential candidate John 
Edwards issued a call yesterday 
for economic and social change 



in America,” and quoted 
Edwards: “’’This country needs a 
movement to restore our values. 
We need a movement that actu- 
ally embraces work again, not 
just wealth. . . . We need a move- 
ment to provide hope and oppor- 
tunity.” 

On PBS NewsHour, Roger 
Simon of Politico.com said 
Edwards is following a “risky” 
strategy by focusing on poverty, 
because poor people are a small 
part of the electorate, but “He 
plays well in rural America.” Su- 
san Saulny of The New York 
Times reported in a wrapup story 
that Edwards “suggested that 
[his] ‘two Americas’ theme . . . 
was an appeal for help not just 
for the poor, but also for all work- 
ing Americans bypassed by the 
nation’s prosperity.” (Read more) 

Last night, Edwards was in 
Roanoke — not part of “official 
Appalachia,” as defined by the 
Appalachian Regional Commis- 
sion boundaries — but the event 
had that theme, because it starred 
bluegrass-music patriarch Ralph 
Stanley. The Roanoke appear- 
ance wasn’t part of the official 
tour, but Edwards’ 17-minute 
speech was punctuated by his re- 
cent travels,” The Roanoke 
Times’ Mason Adams reports. 

Edwards is scheduling at least 
one more stop in rural Kentucky. 
The Mississippi River town of 
Columbus, population 229, won 
an online competition for an 
Edwards town-hall event, beating 
out “cities such as Dallas and Los 
Angeles,” thanks to Columbus 
native and University of Ken- 
tucky graduate Shawn Dixon, 
Herald-Leader Political Writer 
Ryan Alessi reports on the 
paper’s PolWatchers blog.

Terror fears, immigration debate 
keep foreign doctors from rural U.S. 



Efforts to bring more foreign 
physicians to rural America are 
hampered by “restrictions from 
the war on terror and the immi- 
gration debate,” reports The As- 
sociated Press. “Many believe the 
process will become more diffi- 
cult after the attempted terrorist 
bombings in Britain that have 
been linked to foreign doctors.” 
Foreign physicians already 
make up a considerable share of 
the doctors in poor rural areas that 
are classified as medically 
underserved. Physicians who 
immigrate to such areas can get 
J- 1 visa waivers to work there for 
three to five years, “with a shot 
at eventually obtaining perma- 
nent residency,” AP’s Chris 
Talbott writes. But since the 2001 
attacks, an Agriculture Depart- 
ment J-l program has ended and 
the Department of Health and 
Human Services has changed 
rules so that fewer counties are 
designated as underserved. “The 
number of physicians in training 



with J-l visa waivers has fallen 
by almost half over the past de- 
cade.” 

“The government estimates 
that more than 35 million Ameri- 
cans live in underserved areas, 
and it would take 16,000 doctors 
to immediately fill that need, ac- 
cording to the American Medical 
Association,” Talbott writes. 
“And the gap is expected to 
widen dramatically over the next 
several years, reaching 24,000 in 
2020 by one government esti- 
mate. A 2005 study in the jour- 
nal Health Affairs said it could 
hit an astonishing 200,000 by 
then, based on a rising population 
and an aging work force.” 

“And that will mostly be felt 
in rural America,” U.S. Sen. Kent 
Conrad, D-N.D., told Talbott: 
“We’re facing a real crisis.” 
Conrad sponsored a program that 
authorized 30 J-l visas per state 
per year. The program is up for 
reauthorization next year.

Applications available 
for six farm programs 



Applications from the Morgan 
County Agricultural Develop- 
ment Council for six more im- 
provement grants are now avail- 
able beginning next Monday, July 
23. Grants being offered include 
Cattle Handling Facilities, Com- 
mercial Sorghum & Strawberry 
Production, Livestock Fencing, 
Forage Improvement and Hay 
Storage. 

New this funding cycle is the 
stipulation that these grants will 
only be made available to those 
persons who can document de- 
pendency on income derived 
from tobacco by supplying one of 
the following: a current market- 
ing contract, a copy of a Phase II 
Transition check/contract or a 
copy of a lump sum buyout con- 
tract/check. Sons and daughters 
of farmers with proof of depen- 
dence on tobacco income are eli- 
gible to apply as well — as long 
as they have a separate Farm Se- 
rial Number and show proof of 
their parent’s dependency. The 
Extension Service or Farm Ser- 
vice Agency can help producers 
determine if they meet this new 
requirement. 

Farmers will rank one through 
six the programs that they are 
most interested in receiving. Due 
to limited funds, applications will 
be ranked to fund the most farm- 
ers possible. If applicants have 
received funds for fencing or hay 
storage within the last 1 8 months, 
they will not be eligible again for 
these programs, but are eligible 
for the other programs offered. 
There is a $15,000 lifetime limit 
per program area. 



Grant amounts for each pro- 
gram will vary, but still must be 
matched dollar for dollar on a cost 
share basis. For example, if you 
are approved for $1,000 in fund- 
ing, you must spend $2,000 with 
documented receipts to be reim- 
bursed $1,000. All projects must 
fall within the state guidelines 
adopted by the Morgan County 
Agricultural Development Coun- 
cil as outlined in the application 
packet. 

Applications can be found at 
the Morgan County Extension 
Office (110 Court Street), the 
Morgan County Judge 
Executive’s Office (450 
Prestonsburg Street), and farm 
stores beginning July 23. All 
grants must be postmarked by 
August 10 and mailed to the 
County Judge’s office 450 
Prestonsburg Street, West Lib- 
erty, Ky. 41472. Applications 
must be fully completed and a 
farm serial number must be sup- 
plied. Hand delivered applica- 
tions will not be accepted. Deliv- 
ery confirmation is high encour- 
aged. 

Mandatory educational meet- 
ings will be offered by the Exten- 
sion Service. The dates of these 
meetings will be announced in the 
approval letter. The Council will 
meet monthly September through 
December on the second Monday 
to approve receipts. Payment 
from the Morgan County Fiscal 
Court which is serving as the ad- 
ministering agency, will be made 
within thirty days of notification 
from the Council. Receipts must 
submitted by December 7, 2007, 



for reimbursement. Reimburse- 
ment will not be made until all 
required report forms are com- 
pleted. All grants are considered 
income and an IRS form 1099 
will be issued by January 31, 
2008. Receipts will be accepted 
from January 1 of this year. 

Guidelines and eligible invest- 
ments will be given in the full 
application. For more informa- 
tion, contact Morgan County Ag- 
ricultural Agent, Sarah Fannin- 
Holliday at 743-3292.

• Travel information websites 
and 5-1-1 telephone services pro- 
vide estimated travel times, 
weather conditions, accident re- 
ports and other helpful informa- 
tion.

Check-up: Traffic incidents 
such as crashes and disabled ve- 
hicles cause 25 percent of con- 
gestion. Give your vehicle a 
check-up so you do not have a 
breakdown, causing you and 
those behind you to be stuck on 
the road. 

• Check your tire tread and 
pressure. 

• Check to see if you need an 
oil change, new belts and hoses 
or other preventive maintenance. 

• Know where your spare tire 
is located and how to change it. 

• If you break down, move 
your vehicle to the right side of 
the road out of the flow of traffic 
and as far from the traveled por- 
tion of the roadway as possible; 
raise the hood of your vehicle or 
use emergency flashers; and re- 
main in your disabled vehicle if 



possible. It will be more likely for 
another motorist to report it.

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Tractor rollover deaths 
are down in Kentucky 



Kentucky once led the nation 
in tractor deaths, 82 percent of

Warren got the story idea 
from information presented at 
“Children and Agriculture: Tell- 
ing the Story of Risks and 
Safety,” a workshop held this 
month in Kentucky by the Insti- 
tute for Rural Journalism and 
Community Issues and the Na- 
tional Farm Medicine Center and 
the National Children’s Center 
for Rural and Agricultural Health 
and Safety at the Marshfield 
Clinic Research Foundation in 
Wisconsin. While the workshop 
focused on children’s safety, 
broader farm-safety information 
was presented. 

“Tractor rollovers tradition- 
ally have been a leading cause of 
farm deaths,” Warren writes. 
“When Kentucky led the nation 
in 1994 with 28 tractor-related 



fatalities, 23 of them were caused 
by rollovers. “Safety officials 
think two main factors are behind 
the downward trend: Farmers are 
buying new tractors, which come 
with roll bars and seat belts as 
standard equipment, and they’re 
following safety recommenda- 
tions and putting rollover protec- 
tion on more older tractors. And 
there are fewer small farmers, say 
the experts,” because the federal 
tobacco program of quotas and 
price supports was abolished in 
2004. 

Melvin Myers, an associate 
professor in the University of 
Kentucky College of Public 
Health who works in farm-injury 
prevention, told Warren that 
American tractor manufacturers 
made roll bars standard on new 
tractors around 1985, but many 
farmers took the equipment off. 
“Also, many older tractors that 
lacked roll bars or seat belts re- 
mained in use on farms,” Warren 
writes. “Now, that’s beginning to 
change as old tractors wear out 
and farmers replace them with 
models equipped with roll bars.”

Big fines for 
makers of 
OxyContin 

After asking why three execu- 
tives of Purdue Pharma shouldn’t 
go to jail for their marketing of 
the painkiller OxyContin, which 
became the scourge of the Ap- 
palachians, U.S. District Judge 
James Jones accepted a plea 
agreement that requires the com- 
pany to pay $600 million in fines. 
“While this may not be a popu- 
lar decision, my job is not to 
make popular decisions but to 
follow the law,” Jones said in 
court at Abingdon, Va. 

“Jones said it would be im- 
proper to send someone to jail for 
something they didn’t actually 
do,” reports Laurence Hammack 
of The Roanoke Times. The ex- 
ecutives “were held criminally 
accountable for misbranding 
committed by other company 
officials. In order to obtain con- 
victions, prosecutors did not 
have to prove they even knew 
that crimes were being commit- 
ted under their watch. Not only 
were the convictions based 
solely on the executives’ posi- 



tions of responsibility, there was 
also no evidence to link the mis- 
branding to rampant abuse of 
OxyContin.” The executives will 
pay $34.5 million in fines. 

The executives “sat impas- 
sively through emotional state- 
ments by people who blame them 
for the overdose deaths of their 
loved ones. Other speakers re- 
counted their own near-death 
experiences,” Hammack reports. 
“Fifty people from around the 
country . . . held a vigil near the 
courthouse in a steady rain be- 
fore going inside.” Hammack 
cites the staggering statistics: “In 
far Southwest Virginia alone, 
more than 200 people have died 
in the past decade from over- 
doses of oxycodone, an opium- 
based narcotic that is the active 
ingredient in OxyContin. Police 
have also reported dramatic in- 
creases in crime as addicts turn 
to fraud, theft and violence to 
support their habits.”
